(b) If a supplemental examiner's answer is furnished by the examiner, 
appellant may file another reply brief under § 41 .41 to any supplemental 
examiner's answer within two months from the date of the supplemental 
examiner's answer.

of the Technology Center Director or his/her designee. Correction is 

required. 

Further, the Examiner's Answer mailed on July 27, 2007, is missing the 
following heading for (1 1) Related Proceeding(s) Appendix. 

Before further review, the examiner must mail a PTOL-90 that will 
include the heading (11) Related Proceeding(s) Appendix. Appropriate 
correction is required.
